IMMIGRATION, 


With the approach of spring aud the cer 
tainty of the arrival of a large nutnber of 
new settlers the question looms up: ‘What 
are We goiiigto do about it?’ Are those of us 
who are established in the country, who 
have spent the best years of our lives here, 
and whose success in the future depends on 
the settlement around us of the largest 
possible number of industrious, intelligent 
aud law abiding people, going to let matters 
drift, or are we going to take measures to 
secure desirable settlement where it will 
benefit us? Jt may be that settlements will 
come without our wid, but such has not 
been the experience in the past, The n.ove- 
ment towards Kdmonton is the result of the 
efforts that have been made during the past 
years by the present settlers in developing 
and demonstrating the capabilities and ad- 
vantages of the region, and now that their 
efforts have been so far sucessful that they 
have attr.cted almost world wide attention, 
the next thing in order isto reap what has 
been sown, by placing those who desire to 
come in the locations where they will be of 
most advantage tous, that is assclose to us 
as they can get suitable places. This is to the 
advantage of the new settlers as well as 
those who are here and is the point to which 
our eNorts should now be directed. A great 
deal can be done in this line at very little 
expense if it is undertaken ina proper way. 
The difficulty is to secure the joint action 
of all those who are interested. This can 
probably best be achieved by the formation 
of an immigration committee, composed of 
public spirited and enterprising men in 
town and country who will unite their efforts 
in acquiring information as to the great and 
many advantages of the district for farmers 
and the localities in which desirable land is 
available for homesteading, and in spreading 
this information wherever it is likely to have 
good effect. No matter how willing any 
individual may be to assist immigration, he 
can only give a small portion of his time or 
means to that end, and his efforts can only 
have a proportionately small cffeet. By all 
those who feel an interest in this matter 
matter uniting in an immigration committee, 
more work can be done for less money than 
if each man acted independently. At Prince 
Albert an immigration committee bas been 
working for @ year past and the town and 
country is assured of a good return for their 
expenditure of funds and energy in the 
arrival of a large number of first class sottlers. 
Edmonton could not do better than foliow 
Prince Albert's example in this matter and 
take strong measures to spread broadcast a 
knowledge of the advantages of this district, 
and then after people had been induced to 
some by these representations to prove to 
them satisfactorily that the representations | 
made were correct. The ©. P, Ris doing a 
gre t deal towards immigration to this dis- | 
trict by issuing passes tO people desirous ot 
seeiny it. These people come and yo aud 
may or my net be favorably impressed just 
as they may happen to have met some one | 
who vook iterest enough in them to show | 
them around, or did not happen to meet | 
such a person, Such people are now coming | 
in on every train. They only stay a day or 
two and at best can acquire but a very | 
partial idea regarding the district. We 


| 
should be in a position to post these parties | 


thoroughly during their short stay with the 
fullest particulars regarding our soil, climate, | 
resources and industries. This could be 
done at very little expense, but unless peo- 
ple interested combine it cannot be done at 
atall. A great deal could also be done to! 
assis! parties of settlers on their arrival in | 
waking them comfortable temporarily and 
directing them where to zo to get the land 
they want. The whole Northwest is waking 
up to the necessity of taking vigorous local 
action to promote or assist immigration, and 
if Fdmonton does not bestir itself the tide

THE BY-ELECTIONS. 


The result of the recent by-clections in On- 
tario are certainly a surprise to both parties. 
The liberals counted confidently on large 
gains asthe result of the disclosures of cor-_ 
ruption at Ottawa and the conservatives had | 


their own, So farthe conservatives have 
gained largely fn both numbers and majori- 
ties, the crowning victory being the defeat 
of M. C. Cameron in Huron, by a uon-resid- 
ent, J. C, Patterson, the new secretary of 
state. Cameron was ap able man, a popular 
man, alocal man ana a good electionverer, 
and yet he was beaten by an outsider, of cer- 
tainly not equal ability iu any particular, An 
incrzase of the majority of the present gov- 
ernment couprising 80 Many unscrupulous 
politicians, as hag been proven, cannot be 
Jooked upou by anyone as an unmixed benc- 
fit. However wood their policy While in oftice, 
there Can be no question that their methods 
of getting there and staying there are dis- 
creditable to themselves and destructive of 
the public morals of the country, besides be- 
ing a heavy drain on the treasury. The pre- 
sent cabinet does not contain any meinbers 
of towering ability, therefore if they winthey 
do so not by their own strength, but by the 
weakness of their opponents, either in ability 
or methods or policy, There can be no ques+ 
tion of the individual ability of the leading 
members of the opposition, their metiods of 
vlectioueering do not lack in spirit) or force, 
tnerefore their weak point must be in their 
policy, that is in the advocacy of commercial 
union with the United States. As long as 
they could hold out a reasonable hope to the
